The men entered the home 
and forced the child’s 17-year-old 
nurse, Norm a Schroy, to telephone 
M rs. B ryan and tell her to retu rn 
home. Then one of the men fled 
w ith Miss Schroy and the baby. 
W hen Mrs. Bryan returned the re ­ 
m aining gunm an ordered h er to 
call her husband and say: 
“Bring home $3,800 quickly or 
you’ll never see your son again.” 
Instead of obeying, B ryan ran 
• to the street and sum m oned p as­ 
sersby and employes 
of 
nearby 
stores. They hurried to the home, 
arriving as the rem aining desper­ 
ado sped aw ay in the B ryan auto 
•w ith Mrs. Bryan and Julian Dun- 
. bar, a grocer who w ent to the 
hom e in his truck. 
Shots Exchanged 
The group exchanged shots w ith 
’ the fleeing gunm an but he escaped. 
A rrival of the crowd, however, had 
disrupted the m en’s plans. 
Mrs. B ryan and D unbar w ere re ­ 
leased IO miles northw est of the 
city. The baby and nurse w ere 
pushed out of the other gunm an’s 
car near a farm home a fte r they 
had been held captive for m ore 
than two hours.

E ighteen days a fte r the opera­ 
tion. she left the hospital. Four 
m onths later her facial contours 
had softened strikingly, the hirsu­ 
tism had diminished, her voice had 
lost its m asculine tone, there w as 
a thicker grow th of hair on her 
head and her hips had developed a 
roundness.

Trumbull county jail, but no for­ 
mal charge 
had 
been 
placed 
against her. She said she killed her 
mother by accident. She had been 
trying to shoot out the candles 
on the Christmas tree the fam ily 
was decorating 
and 
one 
shot 
struck her mother in the stomach. 
Authorities said they had learned 
that the shooting was preceded by 
a quarrel. 
Miss Campbell submitted to a 
blood transfusion Christmas day, 
but it could not save her widowed 
mother’s life. 
Car Keys Ix>st 
County Detective Joseph Luarde 
said that Miss Campbell had lost 
her temper because she could not 
find her automobile keys in the 
garage. She returned to the living 
room, he said, flourished the pistol, 
fired one bullet which clipped the 
flame from a candle on the tree, 
and fired another which struck 
her mother. 
Miss Campbell, members of the 
fam ily said, 
was 
dem onstrating 
her marksmanship with 
her 
.32 
caliber pistol. She shot out several 
candles, but one shot went wild, 
they said, and struck Mrs. Camp­ 
bell. 
There were a number of Christ­ 
mas house guests in the Campbell 
home, but Luarde said only one 
guest was in the room. He was 
Lucius 
Cochran, 
a 
department 
store executive. 
Also in the house was another 
of Mrs. Campbell’s daughters — 
Countess E. G. Ravelli of London, 
who came here with her husband 
to spend Christmas with her mo­ 
ther. A third daughter, Mrs. Uret- 
ta Branch of London was in W ar­ 
ren but was away from the house.

Army officers regarded him a pa­ 
cifist and gave him a doubtful 
reception. 
But when the United 
States entered the war, he handled 
the mobilization of men and war 
materials with such efficiency that 
General James G. Harbord, a Re­ 
publican, 
later called him 
“the 
greatest secretary of war, in war, 
that our history has yet produc­ 
e d ” 
Baker returned to Cleveland in 
1920, once more entering private 
law practice. 
But he was drafted 
to head the Cleveland Chamber of 
Commerce, and from time to time 
answered several calls to public 
service. 
His grave will be near those of 
other prominent Cleveland resi­ 
dents, including John D. Rocke­ 
feller and Myon T. Herrick, former 
ambassador to France.
